RELATIONS WITH CUBA. 


Chief 
Question of Xaval StatlonH 


Subject of Controversy. 


Havana, Feb. 19.-^-The special com- 


mittee appointed by the Cuban consti- 
tutional convention to draw up a prop- 
osition defining the future relations be- 
tween the republic of Cuba and the 
United States was in conference all day 
yesterday witli the other members of 
the convention in an endeavor to get 
the opinion of the majority as to what 
action should be taken regarding the 
suggestions offered by Governor Gen- 
eral "\Vood Saturday. 


The question of naval stations is still 


the chief subject of controversy. Prob- 
ably the ccni-uiltee will submit a re- 
port leaving out any reference to this 
matter and also omitting any reference 
to the right of the United States to in- 
tervene at any time for the preserva- 
tion of order. It is considered that the 
latter question is covered by the treaty 
of Paris and that, moreover, it would 
be a slur upon the efficiency of the fu- 
ture government to admit the possibil- 
ity of a necessity for American inter- 
ference. 


The objection to naval stations Is not 


looked upon in this light, but the dele- 
gates do not wish to give their adher- 


seventh congress. There has been no 
change in the situation, but the presi- 
dent's attitude was thus explained by 
one of the senators to whom he talked 
freely yesterday morning: 


••If the legislation now mapped out 


for passage by the majority party in 
congress—that is. the appropriation 


j bills and the Spooner amendment to 
the army appropriation bill giving tlie 
president power to establish civil gov- 
ernment in the Philippines—is enacted 
ami the Cuban question settled in a 
\vay entirely satisfactory to the United 
States, the extra session will not be 
called. If the Cuban question is not so 
arranged and the new constitution is 
completed at an early day, an extra 
session will be called for the considera- 
tion of the Cuban question alone, and 
if the proposed Philippine legislation

It is not likely that an extra session 


will be necessary for Philippine legis- 
lation, because it is evident, from the 
statement of senators on both sides of 
the chamber, that there will be no fili- 
bustering against the Spooner proposi- 
tion as an amendment to the arms- ap- 
propriation bilL Therefore the only 
condition that will make an extra ses- 
sion necessary is the failure of the con- 
stitutional convention to make a decla- 
ration with regard to the future rela- 
tions of the United States and Cuba 
that would be entirely satisfactory to 
this government. One of the senators 
who understands fully the president's 
views was \asked what condition of 
things would render ai> extra session 
unnecessary, lie replied that if the 
constitutional convention should post- 
pone or prolong its wort: until fall or if 
they should provide in tbe constitution 
for the settlement of the question in a 
manner so satisfactory to the govern- 
ment of the United States that the 
president would feel justified in ap- 
proving it without first submitting it to 
congress there would of course be no 
necessity for an extra session, provided 
that the legislative calendar as it now 
stands is disposed of.

It is in his funeral services that the 


Chinaman indulges his projx.-nj.sty for ex- 
travagance and oddity to the. utmost. A 
rich Chinaman in Tieu-tsia recently ex- 
pended $130,000 on ih« fcneral of 
mother and laid up for himself 
stores of credit on the other side of the 
Styx. Forty millions of dollars' worth 
Of paper cash, it is said, is burned ev- 
ery year in China at the graves of an- 
cestors, and an incredible amount of pa- 
per cash can be bought for a cent. Yet 
lavish as the Chinaman is in his expendi- 
ture upon the dead, he will often leave a 
coffin waiting for a year or for ten 
years in an exposed position by the road- 
side until the necromancers shall tell 
him the propitious hour and place 10 
bury his dead. In some places he buries 
the remains, or at least what is left of 
them after years of dissolution, in earth- 
en pots where thousands can be stowed 
away in a very small inelosure. 


The funeral processions in the streets 


of the great cities of China are often ex- 
ceedingly inconvenient to the passing 
traveler. All traffic must make way for 
the car of death, and in the narrow 
streets of the southern cities a stranger 
must crowd himself into the narrowest 
possible compass, squeezing into a door- 
way or obliterating himself as far as, 
possible against a wall until tbe mourn- 
ers have passed through the street 


In Peking, where the streets are wider, 


the catafalque is often built in tbe mid- 
dle of the roadway and is left there for 
days and weeks, filling up the middle of 
the street and obliging every passing 
camel and donkey and rattling, creaking 
cart to take some other avenue or to 
crowd by on the sidewalk under the awn- 
ings, to the discomfiture of foot passen- 
gers and the various open air venders 
who do their business on the sidewalk. 


The absurdity and inconvenience of 


thus giving the dead the right of way 
never seems to strike the average Peking- 
ese. 


This is all of a piece with the national 


love of funeral display and heartless 
crocodile tears, &", they seem, at least to 
western eyes. An immense trumpet i^ 
even used sometimes, which is worked 
like a garden pump to sob out the "boo- 
hoo" of the afflicted relatives. The more 
unearthly and heartrending its sob* the 
better they seem to be pleased. For a 
great funeral all the beggars and raga- 
muffins and impudent small boys in the 
vicinity are hired. They are decked out 
in tawdry clothes, or perhaps their rags 
are not even disguised in any way, but 
they are at least given banners to carry 
and arc hired to wail and sob as if their 
hearts were breaking. The dull, indiffer- 
ent, stolid faces of tbe men and the 
roguisli, mischievous smiles on tbe "boys' 
faces belie their wails and give a very 
unreal air of hypocritical sorrow to the 
average Chinese funeral, though doubt- 
less there is much, genuine sorrow and as 
many real heartaches as in other lands. 


"When the coflm is borne in the funeral 


procession, it is often covered tip with all 
sorts of grotesque pasteboard counterfeits 
of the things which the departed is likely 
to want in his future journeys in the land 
beyond. A mock house and a mock horse 
are often thus carried, a paper cow to 
furnish milt and meat, paper fowls to lay 
eggs for him and paper servants to do his 
bidding. Oftentimes, too, a tempting ar- 
ray of real viands is carried in the pro- 
cession, a roa-st pig, a dozen roast ducks, 
bread and rice and fruit. They are not 
left to."waste their sweetness on the des- 
ert air," but after they have remained at 
the grave's mouth for a little while and 
the spirits have sniued the delicious odois 
they_ are divided up among the Sorrowing 
relatives and friends, who have «uch a 
feast as many of them have not enjoyed 
for days,—Cosmopolitan.

•"<!ie." as, ia case- of s>o many insects, 
the female spider is ever so much biggei, 
more powerful aud more resourceful than 
the male. Spider courtship is, in fact, a 
perilous process for the wooer. Unless 
he shows himself both brave and nimble 
he is in danger of being eaten before he 
gets the car of his fair one. By way of 
oveninjr matters, after marriage he shows 
himself a most heartless parent, seizing 
upon the clutch of eggs as j>oon as laid 
.iiid devouring them before the eyes of 
their njroaizcd author. Thus it is that the 
agonized mother spider keeps a death ! 
Sjrip upon her bag of esrgs. It is the dnin- 
ticst fairy silken pocket, varying in bh.ipe 
and size according to species, but always 
(•xceediugly handsome and well spun. At 
she first hint of attack the mother seizes 
t and hurries away, often spinning a 
bread as she goes in the effort to escape. 
>he will lose a leg, two legs even, cheer- 
fully in its defense. That is not, how- 
ever, so wonderful as the fact that the 
o-=t lesrs very quickly grow again. 
The name spider runs back to the Sai- 


on, spinan, to spin; also the root of that 
austere word spinster. The Dutch name 
for the insect is cop or cob, a head; hence 
•obweb, head or cobwoven, is lingually 
allied to the so famous Spion-Kop. But 
cobweb is by no means so expressive as 
gossamer or sommerwebben, the summer 
w&ven. 
la substance spider web is nearly iden- 
ical with silk. But tbe spinners of it are 
far too wise to reel it up into cocoons, 
which may be plundered by men to feed 
the desire of the eyes and the pride of 
life. 
Web spinning is very wonderful 


work. The workers indeed deserve high 
rank as civil engineers, and often denl 
with knotty pioblMiis in ways bespeak- 
ing almost human intelligence, as. for in- 
stance, whea they spin loose threads <=o 
deftly and with such nice calculation of 
wind force that the loose ends ave caiiied 
exactly to the chosen spot, often a couple 
of yards away, and there anchor them- 
selves ot their own motion. It is thus 
the fairy cables which net trees and 
boughs and stretch across all summer 
paths are set ia place. They are invisi- 
ble save where the full sun glints upon 
them or else when a misty morning 
stimgs them with dcwdrops. 
None the 


les=s they hold firm mid serve as aerial 
pass-ageways along which the spiders run 
to and fro safely and swiftlj', or else 
they serve as guys to brace tho main 
•neb. In spinning the spider shows ar- 
chitectmal genius to match her engineer- 
ing skill. 


First she surveys a site, then stretches 


across it a strong thiead. She is not par- 
ticular about having this first thread very 
taut. 
All that can be iianaped later. 


She spins another thread from the eud of 
this diagonally to another point, whence 
she goes to a third anchorage, a fourth, 
even a fifth. Now she has a clear central 
inclosed at irregular angles. The inclos- 
ing threads have been spun of pure silk. 


The next thing is to go over them with 


a viscid exudation which will make what- 
ever touches them stick. 
When that is 


done, she spins the vveb propejf, running 
from side to side, with a thread trailing 
behind her, until all the wt'b spokes are 
in place. Before she weaves the rays to- 
gether with crossing threads she must 
knijw that both they aud the anchor 
tlueads are dependable. 
So she runs 


about, stretching, straining every one, 


ml iT it bicaks spinning it over. "Where 
:hcrc is pronounced slack she either takes 
t up by splicing a new7 throad next the 
:cnter and fasstonins it outside or by at- 
:aching light w eights, pebbles, bits of 
tick, and so on, to the web's lower edge. 
Now bcgius the last woik—running 


round and round. The crossing threads 
aie spun double, first very tine, then 
With a coarser ply. At the middle, where 
the ray threads meet and cross, she ci- 
ther builds herself a snug station or after 
everything is done cuts awaj the tangle 
and leaves a fimall. clear spaeo. This is 
the parlor into which the traditional fly 
was invited, with disastrous results, but 
Mine. Spider docs not habitually bit in 
it. 
Instead she lurks out of sight, am- 


busliod at the foot of a ray thread. When 
\ibrfltious tell of pioy, she socks the pur- 
loi, locates the distuihance and straight- 
way.goes to sec about it. A sn ong wiiifr- 
ed insect, as a wat>p or bumblebee, left 
to himself will soon bieak out of her 
Oimsy toils, though he may so entangle 
his wings in doing it that he never flies 
again. So she takes no chances. Nimbly 
she runs down the nearest ray thread, 
spinning as she runs. Whon she is a lit- 
tle beyond her victim, she dexterously 
loops her new cable round him, draws it 
taut nnd fastens it. 


When this has boon repeated half a 


dozen times, tbe picy, bound wing und 
foot, is ready for removal. She fastens 
a new thread at tho parlor, loops it 
mound the fly or wasp, carries >t back 
and pulls it as tight as she can. Some- 
times she moves her prey a whole half 
inch with one tluoad. The next thing is 
to cut away all the outer threads that 
hold him. 'Pliis she does quickly, then 
spins a new cubic from the pnrlor. Thus 
spinning and cutting, unless the prey bo 
disproportionately big, she brings it at 
last to the pailor or very close about it 
and there sucks its juices in leisurely 
content, but if it is too big to be moved 
she gnaws off a leg at n time, sucks 
thorn nnd after awhile attacks the car- 
cass. Sometimes, with tierce stinging In- 
sects, Abe bites them just bock of the 
neck so as to paralyze thorn.—New i'oik 
Sun.

There are of course tricks in all trades. 


The broker must know the exact market 
value of each animal and be able to judge 
its condition. 
The animal broker then 


finds a market for his stock among the 
wild animal stores aud wholesale dealers 
of the city. There is a certain well known 
department store which buys a large pro- 
portion of its stock in this way. 
Some- 


times the broker can greatly increase tbe 
value of his stock by keeping it for a 
time and carefully feeding and groom- 
ing it. 


Another market is found among private 


customers. The brokers often have a list 
iii customers to whom they regularly 
show their wares. It is possible to build 
up a regular bnsiness in this way. The 
broker comes to have a regular tinder- 
standing \v ith the crews of many vessels 
an9 in turn to supply a regular set 'of 
customers. 


The profits of the wild animal trade en- 


able several of the largest dealers to keep 
agents in the principal wild animal mar- 
kets of the world to secure them stock. 
One firm has several times equipped ex- 
peditions to search the jungles of India 
and capture elephants, lions and tigers. 
Tho profit on handling a single fine speci- 
men frequently runs into the hundreds of 
dollais. 


Once collected, shipments are made 


once a year, and a reliable keeper is sent 
with the consignment all the way to New 
York. The animals are then stored in the 
New York stores or, if they be too large 
for this, they are shipped to the farms 
kept by the larger dealers ia the vicinity 
of Xew York. The circuses, museums and 
zoological garden_s, which form their most 
important customers, usually make their 
purchases in the early spring. The pres- 
ent seasoa promises to be a very busy aud 
prosperous one.—New York World.

The sectional construction of the voto- 
meter gives an elasticity of arrangement 
which permits the votometer to be ad- 
apted to the requirements ef any elec- 
tion aud of the laws of any state. 
The 


mechinical registration of the votes en- 
sures accuracy, avoids the necessity of 
recounts, and relieves election ofllcer* 
and the courts of the necessity of pass- 
ing upon close and perplexing questions 
of the legality of ballot markings. The 
votometer reduces the expense attend- 
ing elections, promotes convenience aud 
rapidity of voting, and gives no oppor- 
tunity for dishonest practices on the 
part of voters or election officers.

These are fair specimens of tbe 
abuse of gofid words. The employment 
of ''balance" for "remainder" is the out- 
come of the habit of business men in 
speaking of balancing their books. At 
the completion of the process they find 
cither a profit or a loss, and they call it 
a "balance," and that is precisely what it 
is not. " If there were a balance, there 
would be no profit, no loss, no remainder. 
It is an absolute impossibility for a bal- 
ance and a remainder to be the same 
thing, and yet most persons speak of 
them as identical. 


Now, will some one please tell us what 


a "helpmeet" is? We frequently read of 
men whose wives are helpmeets, but no 
one explains what a helpmeet is. The 
Bible, which is written in pretty good 
English, quotes the Creator as, saying. *'I 
•will make an help meet for him." which 
simply means that God decided to pro- 
duce a help suitable for Adam. But who 
made one word out of that noun followed 
by the adjective? And why? What is 
the matter with ''trite?"

each one in turn invited the dog to din- 
ner—''Melody, will you dine with me to- 
day?" Th'us-e words were sufficient.

dog followed his host, ate heartily and as 
scon ns dinner was over rushtd off again 
to the theater, found its way to the or- 
chestra, placed itself in. a corner and nev- 
rr left until the evening performance was 
finished 


Nothing could be more amusing, more 


curious, than the attitude of Melody dur- 
ing 'the performance. vlf a new work 
was bring performed, he found it out be- 
fore tbe overture had been played many 
seconds. If the piece abounded in rich 
and original melodies, he testified his 
pleasure by his delighted barks and by 
scraping bis feet rapidly on the ground. 
On the other hand, if tbe piece was only 
ordinary, insipid. Melody invariably gap- 
ed or yawned, turned his back upon the 
orchestra, gazed around the boxes and at 
last slunk away in a decidedly bad hu- 
mor. 
This expressive pantomime was 


tbe most piquant criticism of tho new op- 
era. 


When the work of some great master 


was played. Melody always knew the pre- 
cise moment 'when an artist was going to 
shi 3 some striking song or play some spe- 
cial part of the work, and then his move- 
ments, bis gestures, were'snCh as to al- 
most plead for silence among the specta- 
tors.

RELATED, YET FOES. 


Ccrioa* Bit of HUtorr About Maceo 


and CampOB. 


In connection with Maceo there is n 


curious bit of unpublished history well 
worth the telling. 
Marshal Martinez 


Campos and Antonio Mnceo bore the re- 
lationship of consanguinity of the blood 
in the second degree. 
Campos' father 


was a colonel in the Spanish army nnd 
military governor of the one time dis- 
trict of Mayari, CuH, where Martinez 
was born. 
His mother was of Cuban 


Indian-African blood and first cousin to 
tbe mother of Antonio Maceo. The fa- 
ther took the infant Martinez to Spain, 
where under Spanish law a man takes his 
nativity from the place of his church con- 
firmation or baptism, and there the child 
was legitimatized and educated for mili- 
tary life. 


Both Campos and Maceo were aware 


of the relationship between them, and, 
although bitter contestants ,on the field 
of battle, they hold each other in great 
personal esteem, Campos having the high- 
est admiration for the military genius of 
bis'cousin, for after the treaty of 55rtn- 
jon, when even Gomez had accepted the 
peace terms, Campos wrote to the war 
department at Madrid that "while Anto 
rilo Maceo Is still in the field the war cfln- 
tiot be considered ns ended." Later, nft- 
er pursuing Maoeo for ntne days, Cam- 
pos captured tho stretches or hammock 
in which the revolutionary chief, with 
nine wounds in his body, had been car 
lied forSC hours. But thn stretcher was 
(tnpt.v. 
Moeeo had eluded bis pursuers.
